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FARMERS ASK FOR HELP ON PROBLEM PEANUT GRADING SYSTEM 


U. S. Senator Richard Shelby visits Coffee County

United States Senator Richard 
Shelby was in Elba Friday holding 
one of his “annual town meetings 
with his constituents.” 
4 Elba Mayor James Grimes played 
host to the Senator introducing him 
to the audience. 

Shelby said, “It is an honor and a 
privilege to be one of your U. S. 
Senators. It’s a challenging job to 
say the least. It’s a tough job but it’s 
a rewarding job too - at times.” 

The senator addressed several is- 
sues facing the Congress from taxes 
to peanuts. After his initial “briefing 
and comments,” Sen. Shelby fielded 
questions from the audience. 

Using charts to illustrate his posi- 
tion, he first expressed his concern 
about the continuing cutting of the 
defense budget and the down-sizing 
of the military. 

Shelby noted that the United 
States is spending less on defense 
than it did in the 1930s. He com- 
mented that we should be concerned 
about the future and the possible 
threats that exist throughout the 
world even though the Cold War 
has ended. 

Turning to domestic issues, Shel- 
by stated that interest payments 
(over a quarter of a trillion dollars 
annually) on the national debt are 
taking funds that could be spent on

The chairman of the Coffee

He also stated that it takes several 
years to bring a project of this nature 
to reality, and he was confident that 
the studies, which are being co- 
sponsored by the Authority and the 
Geological Survey of Alabama, are a 
necessary step in achieving this goal. 

Thomas Fuqua, chairman of the 
CPYRWMaA Board of Directors, ac- 
cepted*the funds for the Authority, 
and expressed his appreciation of the 
partnership of local governments 
that have pledged support for these 
studies. 


DPS supports school bus 


The Alabama Department of Pub- 
lic Safety is pleased to join in sup- 
porting School Bus Safety Week 
Oct. 19-25 and its focus on chil- 
dren’s safety, 

According to the Alabama State 
Board of Education, sponsor of 
School Bus Safety Week, approxi- 
mately 60 percent of the state’s 
school-age children are transported 
to and from school on school buses. 

To help insure the safety of these 
young Alabamians, motorists are re- 
minded to use extreme caution in the 
vicinity of school buses and school 
children and to closely observe traf- 


fic laws related to school buses, 

When meeting or following a 
school bus stopped on the roadway 
with signal arm extended and red 
lights flashing, motorists must stop 
and remain stopped until the bus re- 
sumes motion or the stop signal is 
ee and red lights are turned 
off, 

Motorists must also stop when 
meeting or following a bus stopped 
on a four-lane to six-lane highway, 
even if the opposing traffic lanes are 
separated by a median or safety 
zone, Drivers are advised to stop at 
least 20 feet from the bus. 


plained that a family of four making 
$33,300 annually would pay no in- 
come tax under the flat-tax rate. 

That same family having an annu- 
al income of $50,000 would pay 
only 6 percent income tax. 

“I don’t like the present tax 
code,” said Shelby. “I want to abol- 
ish it.” 

Turning to other matters, the Sen- 
ator touched on the discipline prob- 
lems reported in our public schools. 
He noted that years ago, in the 60's, 
problems dealt mostly with talking 
out of turn, chewing gum, running in 
the halls, cutting class, etc.; howev- 
er, now, in the 90's, school officials 
are having to deal with drug and al- 
cohol abuse, pregnancies, suicides, 
rape, assaults, murders, etc. 

The major causes of these prob- 
lems is the breakdown in familes and 
no discipline in school. 

“When I was in school, I got a lot 
of whippings in school and I got a 
whipping at home for getting them 
in school,” said Shelby. 

During the question and answer 
session, the Senator fielded ques- 
tions concerning the peanut industry. 


Several peanut growers present 
expressed their concerns with the 
present grading system being used to 
grade peanuts. 

The dry summer has taken its toll 
and some farmers are losing $478 
per ton on their peanuts due to Seg- 
regation III. 

Mo Sessions, who is with Ses- 
sions Peanut Company. told Shelby 
that SEG III is the most important is- 
sue ‘facing peanut farmers at this 
time. 

Farmers present told the Senator, 
“We could lose our farms and every- 
thing we own if we don’t get some 
relief.” 

Shelby promised to meet with the 
other members of Congress from Al- 
abama and set up a meeting with the 
Secretary of Agriculture and get 
something done for the local peanut 
program. 

The Senator fielded questions for 
about forty-five minutes before shak- 
ing some hands. Before he left Elba, 
Mayor Grimes, accompanied by City 
Clerk Donnie Morrow, gave Shelby 
an abbreviated tour of the levee and 
the new pump system being installed

Shelby also promised to look into 
the problem with the cut in the feder- 
al funding for rehabilitation work be- 
ing done on the leveee.

Lately, there has been some confu- 
sion among the students at Elba High 
School as to the causes and effects of the 
schools’ recent “budget crunch.” | spoke 
with the administration about the present 
financial situation and was given in- 
formation that will hopefully answer 
everyone's questions. 

There are two main causes of the 
“budget crunch” due to changes in policy 
from Montgomery. The first cause re- 
sulted from the State Board of Education 
changing their decision on “hold harm- 
less” funds. These were funds that were 
Supposed to have been allocated over a 
four-year period. Two years ago the 
school received $340,000; last year the 


The original agreement was that the 
amount of money sent by the state would 
decrease by twenty percent cach year. 
The other change was the salary matrix 
decision. This was a small adjustment in 
salary mandated by the state for teachers 

There are several things being dohe 
to improve the schools’ financial state. 
There will be a tightening of the belt in 
areas of maintenance, transportation, and 
utilities, a raise in the price of soft drinks 
from fifty cents to seventy-five cents, an 
assessment of athletic gate receipts, a 
raise in rental fees of school facilities, 
and a curtailment of office and travel ex- 
penditures. ‘The school expects a better

ELBA TIGERS FINALLY GET INTO WIN COLUMN 


The Elba Tigers put an end to their seven-game losing streak dating back 
to last season on Friday night, and did so in grand fashion as they blanked 
the Geneva County Bulldogs 22-0, While it was true Geneva County was 
also struggling this season and entered the game with a 1-5 record, the Ti- 
gers entered the game without a win on the season, and knew that the Bull- 
dogs had defeated Elba a year ago in a stunning upset. It was not a game 
that the Tigers took lightly, and it showed with the big win. 

The Elba offense scored touchdowns the first two times it touched the 
football, and if not for mistakes, could have easily blown the game open in 
the first half. The Tigers’ ebb drives in the opening half were 61 and 92 
ob in length, and consisted of 17 running plays 6 passing plays, The 

igers converted on two fourth down plays in the opening drive and had 
three third down conversions on the second scoring march, which was an 
area in which the Tigers had struggled throughout the season. The offense 
did lose a fumble after driving 77 yards to a first down and goal at the Ge- 
neva County 9-yardline and later lost another fumble at the Geneva County 
13. However, the offense did move the football and that was an improve- 
ment from games past. Elba quarterback Derek Marler hit on 9 of 17 passes 
in the game, and without much fanfare, the senior signal-caller is on track 
to for over 1,000 yards this season. It has been many, many years since 
a Tiger quarierback has rolled up such numbers, and Marler has done so 
while having to carry much of the offensive load on his back. It has not 
been a season to remember as far as the record stands, but Marler does have 
achance to put his name in the record books. 

The Elba defense made two stands early in the game and then slammed 
the door shut on the Geneva County offense in recording a shut-out. The Ti- 
ger defense saw Geneva County march to the Elba 8-yardline on its first 
possession and to the Elba 19 on its second, but both times the defense rose 
to the challenge and refused to allow a point. On Geneva County’s next 
eight offensive series after the early scoring threats, the Elba defense al- 
lowed only one first down and limited the Geneva County offensive unit to 
minus 8 yards in total offense. Senior defensive-end Wesley Johnson re- 
turned to his dominating form of the game early in the season and recorded 
four tackles for 43 yards in losses, while also recording a safety and a 
touchdown after he forced, and then recovered a fumble in the endzone. 
Johnson led the Tiger defense to its best two quarters of the season, and 
maybe woke up the Tiger defense after it had been pushed around in recent 
losses. 

While it is certainly true that the Tigers made some mistakes against Ge- 
neva County and bogged down on offense in the second half, it is also true 
that the Tigers were 0-6 ip into the game and were coming off a 40- 
point whipping. It took a lot of pride to keep on working hard in practice 

give a winning effort after such a loss, but the Tigers and their coaches 
kept their focus on what was ahead, and not the pain of the past losses, and 
Friday night got to enjoy the thrill of victory.

I think we’ve worked well 
together and have accomplished a lot 
in the past year.” 

He thanked the commissioners 
for allowing him to serve as their 
chairman for the past year. 

Under the heading of old busi- 
ness, the commissioners opened bids 
for fertilizer and lime to be used by 
the highway department. Previously 
no bids were received and invita- 
tions to bid had to be re-sent. 

The Coffee County Farm Co-Op - 
Elba Division was low bidder. on 
both lime and fertilizer. Their bid 
was as follows: $24.49 per ton on 
lime and $189.49 per ton on supply- 
ing fertilizer. Commissioners award- 
ed the bid to the Co-op. 

Charlie Webb, director of Coffee 
County’s Emergency Management 
Agency was on hand for the opening 
of the bids for an emergency power 
generator. 

Four bids were received ranging 
from a high of $41,228.00 to a low 
of $28,424.00. The bids included 
pricing for full installation with op- 
tions attached reducing the degree of 
installation and cost.

City employees to get $75 Christmas pay raise

The Elba City Council was unani- 
mous Monday evening in their ap- 
proval of a one time $75 December 
pay raise for all full time employees. 
Mayor James Grimes explained this 
has been a annual tradition for a 
number of years. The city govern- 
ment is forbidden by law from giv- 
ing a Christmas bonus, therefore the 
“one time pay raise” has become the 
norm. 

City Clerk Donnie Morrow esti- 
mated there are 60 to 65 full time 
employees presently working with 
the City and the utility department. 


The council split in approving the . 


Friday after Thanksgiving as a holi- 
day for city employees. The motion 
passed, with council members Ben 
Carpenter and John W. Sharpless op- 
posing the extra holiday. Employees 
such as police oficers, who must 
continue working-holiday or not, 
will get an extra day’s pay, accord- 
ing to Chief Whitworth. 

Morrow received council permis- 
sion to remove a large, dead Oak 
tree on Martin Luther King Drive. 
He explained the tree is partially on 
private property, but could be dan- 
gerous to cars or pedestrians in the 
area, 

The council also approved the 
city clerk’s request for permission to 
cut trees on city property between 
the old football practice field and 
Worth Tent (old Middle School).

Boat operators 
license will be 
required 


April 1999 may seem a long way 
off, but the Alabama Marine Police 
Division reminds boaters of the 
deadline for obtaining a boat opera- 
tor’s license. 

In just over a year, all boat opera- 
tors in the state of Alabama will be 
required to have an operator's li- 
cense to operate a motor boat on any 
of the state’s waterways. 

The requirement for boat opera- 
tor’s license was passed by the Ala- 
bama Legislature in April 1994 and 
allowed a five-year phase-in period 
for compliance. 

Boaters who wait until the spring 
of 1999 may face long lines at the 
State Troopers’ driver's license ex- 
amination offices or citations for 
failure to have a license. 

The minimum fine for operating 
without a license is $100 plus court 
costs, which may run the total cost to 
$200 or more. 

Anyone who operates a motor 
boat (including personal watercraft), 
should schedule a trip to the driver's 
license examiner as soon as possible 
to avoid the last-minute lines and the 
prospect of costly citations.
